Burglar Employed by Cashier 
Killed by Explosion. 


HIS ACCOUNTS ARE SHORT 


Cashier Confesses He Plotted to De­ 


stroy Office and Books That Told 


of HI* Thefts. 


New York, Aug. 8.—At the end of a 
grilling examination in the office of 
Captain 
Richards 
in 
the 
Seventh 
street police station, Jersey City, Sam­ 
uel Brown, the cashier for the Long 
Dock Milling company, whose office, 
68 Pavonia avenue, had been set on 
fire Sunday night, lost his nerve and 
told bit by bit to the deectlves how 
he had been stealing money from the 
firm for months, and how, becoming 
desperate, he had hired a man to 
break into the office and destroy tile 
books, which would soon tell of his 
guilt. 
He was short about $2500. 
The man who did the Job, Frank 
Walsh, who had been known to the 
Newark police for years as a tough 
character, died In St. Francis’ hos­ 
pital. Jersey City, where he had been 
taken, frightfully 
burned, 
after a 
crude attempt to conceal his crime by 
arson. 
ft was partly the fact that W alsh’s 
death had been laid to him and part­ 
ly that the detectives hail confused 
him and led him from one conflicting 
statement after another that finally 
nail** Brown break down anti make his 
written confession to the polite.

Hebrew and His Father a Tailor. 


Washington, Aug. 8.—Private Frank 
Bloom, Battery F, third Bield artil­ 
lery, at Fort Myer, 
Va., bas been 
found qaulitied to enter the final com 
pet Hive examination for promotion to 
the grade of second lieutenant. 
His 
commanding 
officer, 
Colonel 
Garrard, objected to the young man s 
promotion on the ground that he was 
a Hebrew. 
He has been ordered to 
proceed to Fort Leavenworth. Kan., 
to tune the examination. 
On June 5 last, President Taft di­ 
re! ted the secretary of war to ad 
minister a severe reprimand to Col­ 
onel Joseph Garrard, commanding the 
cavalry post at Fort Myer, near W ash­ 
ington, because he had recommended 
against the advancement of 
Frank 
Bloom, an enlisted man, on the ex­ 
press grounds that he was of He­ 
brew parentage, his father being en­ 
gaged in the tailoring trade. 
Bloom bad applied for admission to 
stand examinations this fall for a 
commission as second lieutenant. Tha 
question was culled to the president's 
attention in a letter from Simon W’olf, 
a well-known lawyer and officer of the 
B'Nai B'ritb, who had recommended 
young Bloom to Piesident Roosevelt 
lor a West Point assignment 
The president rn deciding to ad­ 
min! ter a rebuke to Colonel Garrard 
al ii ordeied the examination to be 
opened to the young soldier if no 
other cause against bim appeared. 
The secretary of war, in response 
to the president's order on the sub 
je« t, replied Hist Bloom had beeu noti­ 
fied ut bls eligibility to take the ex­ 
amination in order to show that the 
ii** ailm ent did not share the preju- 
d es of Colonel Garrard, but that in 
accepting the colonel's reeornmenda- 
thin in Hie first place against letting 
Bloom proceed to the final examin 
af ion the department had been really 
actuafed by the fait that in the pre­ 
liminary tests Bloom had fallen be­ 
low standards on two subjects. 
Colonel G arrard’s note on Blooms 
papers, to which President Taft so 
strongly objected, was as follows: 
"The applicant is a sou of Mr. Jo­ 
seph A. Bloom, of Hebrew persuasion, 
who is now, and has been for a Durn 
lier of years, a tailor at his post. His 
assocaition, as far as I know, and 
that of his family, have been with en 
listed men and their families, and 
have been respectable. 
"Tile young 
uiau 
is undoubtedly 
honest and 
upright, 
ambitious and 
probably deserving, but for the rea- 
-ons tared i would uot desire him In 
iiiy command as an officer and a sex 
cial and personal associate, 
• The presence of the applicant’s fam­ 
ily at a military post would be sub­ 
versive of discipline, aud their prob 
able treatm ent a source of mortifi<a- 
Hon to them and frequent cause of 
trouble to commanding officers. From 
an experience of many years I have 
found, except In few cases, few com 
munities where Hebrews are received 
as desirable social associates." 
Tile president said it was hard to 
deal with the case, “ with patience and 
without condemnatory words that bad 
better not be written.”
